BURNED TO DEATH. 


Three Persons Perish in a New York Tene- 
tmhent Fire. 


New Yor tober 5.—Three persons were 
burned to death early this morning in a fire in 
the five-story brick tenement house, at the cor- 
ner of Hudson and Dominick streets, and two 
others were yery badly burned, one soseriously 
that recovery is not expected. The dead are: 

MRS. ANNIE MURPHY, thirty-two years old, 
of 262 Hudson street, . 

MISS KATE DUNN, twenty-two years old, a 
dressmaker, who boarded with Mrs. Murphy. 
¢ JOSEPHINE RYAN, five years old, of Washing- 
ton, D, C., Mrs. Murphy’s niece. 

The injured are: Martin D. Toohey, eleven 


} years old, Mrs. Murphy’s son by her first hus- 


band; his injuries are pronounced fatal. John 
Toohey, nine years old, Mrs. Murphy’s second 
son ; his injuries are perbaps fatal. 

The fire was discovered at 2:20. o’clock this 
morning, when Policeman McGrath heard the 
sound'of breaking glass, which he thought was 
cauged by a burglar. Running up to the store 
on the ground floor of 262 Hudson, occupitd 
_ by J. Kratzenstein, furniture and upholstery, 
he broke a pane of glass in the window, when 
there immediately poured out a heavy volume 
of smoke. The policeman rapped for help and 
Roundsman Ryan and Detectives Cox and 
Gargan hastened to his aid. They sent out 
the alarm and. theft broke in the doors of the 
main entrance to the house on the Dominick 
street side. 

The flames and smoke rushed out and drove 
the polieemen back. The stairway leading to 
the upper floors was a winding one, the center 
forming a shaft that was filled with a column 
of fame. It was evident that it would be im- 
possible for the inmates of the house, fifty in 
number, to escape bythe stairs. 

CLIMBING THE FIRE ESCAPE. 

The policemen hastened to the fire escape 
on the front of the building and shouted to the 
panic-stricken occupants not to attempt to 
descend by the stairs. Then they climbed up 
the fire escape and aided men, women and 
children to descend. In this they were aided 
by the firemen, who had quickly answered the 
alarm. Fireman Lucas, on reaching the fifth 
floor, found in the rear rooms Mathew Ryan, 
a box maker, who is a widower, and 
his three young children almost overpowered 
by smoke and unable to help themselves. He 


dragged. them .to..the window, and with. aid 


from his comrades, succeeded in getting them 
down the fire escape safely. Just then 
hook and ladder truck No. &droveup, and 
one ofits firemen, Mathew Murphy, sprang 
to the ground shquting: ‘Great God, it’s my 
house! Where are my wife and children ?”’ 

Before any one could stop him, he rushed 
through the flames and smoke, and fought his 
way upstairs to the fifth floor. 

A HORRIBLE SIGHT, 

There he found the body of his wife, burned 
almost beyond recognition, lying in the hall- 
way, just outside her apartment. A little 
further away was found the form of little 
Josephine Ryan, the dead woman's niece. 
She was still living, but died soon after. The 
body of Miss Kate Dunn was found at the foot 
‘of a short ladder leading to the roof. She had 
evidently been overcome by smoke 
and burned to death while seeking to 
escape. Two boys, John and Martin Toohey, 
Murphy's stepsons, were found in the room. 
They were removed to the rooms of the Monti- 
cello Club, across the street, where the half- 
dressed tenants found refuge. Thence the boys 
were taken to St. Vincent's hospital. Martin 
Toohey was terribly burned all over his body, 
and cannot survive. His brother Johnis not 
so badly burned, but itis feared he may be 
fatally injured by inhaling the smoke. Mrs. 
Murphy was married to Fireman Murphy only 
one month ago. She was then the widow of 
Policeman Toohey.

INDIAN OUTBREAK IN MEXICO. 


The Trouble Caused by Colonies Settling 
on Indian Lands. 

San AnToNIO, Tex., October 5.—John H. 
Parton, an American, whofor the past two 
years has been engaged in the mining business 
near Metztillan, in the state of Hidalgo, Mex- 
ico, arrived here yesterday. He brings infor- 
mation of a bloody Indian outbreak, which has 
for some time been in progress in the district 
of Tulamengo, in that state. The trouble is 
the outgrowth of a dispute between several 
colonies of Spaniards and Germans and 
Indians, new settlers attempting to settle on 
lands of the natives. 

The Indians resisted their attempts to evict 
them, and much bloodshed has resulted. Par- 
ton says, that a few days before his departure, 
the settlement of the whites was attacked by 
Indians, and nearly two hundred people were 
massacred, including men, women and 
children. 

The colonists have appealed to the govern- 
ment for protection and several battalions of

The Civil Service Commission. 

Mr. O. V. Tousley, of _Minneapolis, has 
been recommended to the'president for civil 
serviée commissioner, to succeed Mr, 
Lyman. Mr. Tousley was formerly guperin- 
tendent of education of Minneapolis, and 
is a well-known civil service reformer, 
He is strongly backed for the place. 

Mr. Lyman has not yet resigned or been 
removed, but it is well known that the 
president has decided upon his retirement, 
and that he will go as soon as his 
successor can be _ selected. It is said 
that the president thinks that while the 
report of the civil service investigating 
committee censuring Mr. Lyman for laxity 
in connection with the giving out of exami- 
nation questions by Mr. Campbell, _ his

Defense Is on the Line of Self- 
Defense. 

MonTGoMERY, Ala., October 5.—[Special.] 
The defense in the Dunham case is practically 
on the line that the shooting was done in self- 
defense, and was consequent upon threats 
made by Cunningham that he intended to kill 
Dunham. . 

The state this morning sought to introduce a 
witness to prove that young Cunningham 
passed Dunham on the street on Friday before 
the killing, and after Dunham had been in- 
formed of the threat, at which time no overt 
ac twas committed on either side. 

The defense objected to this testimony, and 
the objection was sustained. The case was 
then closed and the defense proposed to sub- 
mit it without argument, which the state 
would not agree to, and Captain John G. Win- 
ter made the opening speech for the state, 
speaking three hours. He was followed by ex- 
Governor Watts, who spoke until after night- 
fall. Colonel H. C. Tompkins will close for 
the defense tomorrow, and Solicitor Lomax 
The decision will 
probably be made Wednesday.

‘FOUND GUILTY OF MURDER, 


John B. Wood Found Guilty of the Murder 
of Alexander Brown. 


Hrwassez, Ga., October 5.—[Special.]—Our 
| Superior court adjourned Friday, it being the 
longest term held in years. The length of the 
term was caused by the trial of John B. Wood, 
-eharged with the murder of Alexander 5. 
| Brown at the commencement exercises of the 
Hiwassee institute lass May. Wood had been 
Fon bond since June, both parties were of the 
best and most influential families in the 
county, and related to nearly all the jurors. 
| Thirteen men on the grand jury came off for 
cause on account of relationship. One hundred 
‘and seventeen men were sworn as traverse ju- 


{Prors, and the state only struck five men and 


‘the defendant seven. Theothers were related 
or opposed to capital punishment. The state 
was represented by W. F. Findley, as solicitor 
general pro tem., and Judge J. B. Estes, and 
the defendant by J. J. Kimsey, A. F. Under- 
wood & Son, and W. G. Blacknell. The case 
was elaborately argued, and after an all night's 
wrestling with the case the jury brought in a 
‘verdict with recommendation to mercy. 
The judge sentenced Wood to _ the 
penitentiary for life. The defendant made 
@ motion for new trial, and pending the same 
Judge Melburn committed him to Hall 
county jail for safe keeping. The verdict 
meets public approval and ends at least for the 
present one of the most important criminal 
trials in our history. If a new trial should be 
granted, it will have to be removed, as every 
juror in the county except ten has already 
been put upon the defendant. 


AN AGRICULTURAL TRUST 


Which the Sea Isifind Cotton Farmers Want 
to Form, 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., October 5.—[Special.]— 
A convention of planters of sea island cot- 
ton in this state is called for Thursday next 
forthe purpose of organizing a combine against 
the sale of cotton seed. The object is to effect 
a combination by which the Georgia, Florida 
and Egyptian growers of long-staple cotton 
will be deprived of the use of Carolina seed. 
It is believed that the outside world is depend- 
ent upon the use of Carolina seed for the qual- 
ity of their staple, and that if they oan be pre- 
vented from obtaining this seed, the quality of 
their staple will deteriorate so rapidly that the 
sea island planters of South Carolina will prac- 
tically control the fine cotton market of the 
world. Committees have been at work for 
some time preparing a plan for combination, 
and it is believed now that the combine will 
be effected on Thursday.

Frightfal Accident to a Funeral Pro- 
cession in lowa. 


THE HORSES BECOME UNMANAGEABLE 


People Jump from Carriages and 
Are Trodden Upon. 


ONE YOUNG MAN KILLED OUTRIGHT 


And Several Men and Women Injured So 
Severely that They Cannot Recover. 
Casualties of the Day. 


Des Morwes, Ia., October 5.—A _ series of 
frightful accidents occurred in a funeral pro- 
cession at Altoona today,in which one man 
was killed outright, four other persons fatally 
injured and a score of people bruised and frac- 
tured. 

A procession of forty carriages was following 
the remains of Nichols Hemstreet from the 
church to the cemetery, located some distance 
out of town. While the procession was wind- 
ing down a hill, a team in the rear became 
frightened at a steam threshing machine, and 
started torun. The road was narrow, and the 
runaway horses ran into and upset a dozen of 
carriages in front of them, breaking them into 
splinters, and scattering the occupants broad- 
cast. 

Jumped from the Carriages. 

A panic ensued as other teams ran away. 
Men and women jumped out of carriages only 
to be trampled on by runaway teams. When 
quiet was restored it was found that Edwin 
Drestell, of Altoona, was killed; Joseph Per- 
due, telegraph operator, from Grinnell, inter- 
nally injured, and cannot live; Mrs. J. O, 
Mason, aged seventy-six, leg broken in two 
places and otherwise injured, not expected to 
live; F. 8. Sayre, skull fractured, cannot live 
till morning. 

Mrs. F. C. Lane, of Newton, so badly fright- 
ened that there is believed to be no chance for 
recovery. 

Among others badly injured were Mrs. 
James Parker and Mrs. Isaac Parker, both of 
Altoona. Fully twenty others were mote or 
less injured.

Attempt to Bfow Up the Bishop’s Kes- 
idence at Trieste. 


TRIESTE, October 5.—A decided commo- 
tion occurred here today, when it became 
known that an attempt had been made to 
blow up the episcopal palace. All sorts of 
rumors are circulating in this connection, but 
the real facts in the case are generally ad- 
mitted to be as follows: 

The porter attached to the episcopal palace 
found a large petard or bomb in one of the 
hallways; attached to the petard was a burn- 
ing fuse. 

The porter seemed to have immediately 
pulled loose from the petard and to have ex- 
tinguished it. Some people claim that this 
was a genuine attempt to do serious damage 
to the episcopal — others held that it 
was simply a ‘‘demonstration,” on a miider 
scale, similar to the one at Rosenthal recently, 
where a number of bombs were found about 
the railroad bridge leading to Reichenberg, 
over which Emperor Francis Joseph was to 
pass in order to reach the latter place.

DAHLONEGA, Ga., October 5.—[{Special.]— 
The Primitive Baptists held their annual 
camp meeting at Yellow creek, near the line 
of Hall and Lumpkin counties, Sunday.

The Cotton Question. 

Councilman Hull. cotton merchant, brought 
to the attention of thecouncil a discrimination 
thatwas being made against Augusta. He 
complained that the passenger train schedules 
of the Central ralroad and the roads entering 
Augusta, which are operated by the Richmond 
Terminal, were horrible and unsatisfactory to 
Augusta. He called attention tothe tariff of 
the South Carolina railroad, which he says 
charges 25 cents to haul a bale of cotton 
from Blackville to Hamburg, just across the 
river, and 28 cents to Augusta, only forty-seven 
miles, while they haul cotton to Charleston 
from Blackville for 1 cent less than they will 
bring it to Augusta. Mr. Hull! considered that 
serious discrimination against the city, which 
can control three-quarters of the cotton on that 
line. Mr. Hull didn’t think Augusta shouid 
quietly submit and allow the railroads to treat 
her so badly and proposed that the city should 
take a hand in the matter and see if the city 
didn’t have some redress against such dis- 
crimination against Augusta. 

On motion ef Mr. Hull, the mayor ap- 
pointed Councilmen Hull, Young and Lamar 
to confer with the officers of the cotton ex- 
change to try and see if such discrimination 
could not be stopped, and the railroad crowd 
be made to treat Augusta better than they 
have been doing. 


ADULTERANTS IN BAKING POWDER. 


Ammonia and Alum Are the Principal 
Adalterants Used. 
From The San Francisco Pacific Medical Journal. 

To prove the presence of ammonia in a bak- 
ing powder, a very simple, but quite satisfac- 
tory test may be made by any one over his own 
cooking stove. Take a tablespoonful of the 
_ powder to be tested and dissolve it in a tabie- 
spoonful of water, place the solution over the 
fire and stirit while heating, then introduce 

our nose into the cup. The resemblance to a 
bottle of aqua ammonia will, in many in- 
stances, be very impressive. To detect the 
presence of alum would require a more critical 
analysis. 

Probably the most nearly perfect baking 
powder would be that composed of pure creain 
of tartar, bicarbonate of soda and starch. The 
starch is afood, the other two ingredients 
when united chemicallyin the dough, would 
liberate carbonic acid gas and leave no objec- 
tionable residue. 

We might appropriately introduce here 
some remarks on dyspepsia and outline what, 
in our opinion, constitutes one of its prominent 
causes. 

The extensive hold which disorders of the 
stomach have secured upon the people of 
America has become proverbial; so much so 
* that dyspepsia has been designated by some as 
the American disease. It may be met with 
allover our great country, in almost every 
household, and is becoming more prevalent 
day by day. It isa disease of civilization, and 
largely of modern civilization. The etiological 
factors which might enter into a treatise on 
the subject are numerous, but the actual 
effects of many often very indefinite. No one, 
in fact, has yet satisfactorily accounted for the 
great prevalence of dyspepsia in America. 

But while numericaily these causes may be 
great, itis at the same time true, that those 
exerting any signiticant influence are compar- 
atively few. Without attempting to mention 
them all, there is one particularly which has 
been slowly, insidiously, yet none the less dan- 
gerously, exerting its influence, and to which 
the attention of the medical profession has not 
yet been carefully drawn. We refer to the 
constant introduction through the food, into 
the stomach, of ammonia. 

If any one will take the pains to study the 
modern history of dyspepsia, he will soon 
discover that its march of progress has been 
contemporaneous with the introduction and 
use of baking powders. The consumption of 
this articis has become enormous. No pantry 
today is without it. Not every brand, how- 
ever, isimpure. There are one or two worthy 
exceptions; but many of them are contami- 
nated, and the most deleterious substance to 
be found in any is ammonia. 

This ammonia introduced into the dough is 
not all set free by heating. According to 
Professor Hilgard, University of California, 
“The ammonia may not assume the gaseous 
state further than does the water itself, of 
which it slightly lowers the boiling point; 
when present in large proportion, the ammonia 
gas itself wil! aid in the inflation of the dough. 
A biscuit hastily baked may have lost only 
from 10 to 20 per cent of the total amount in- 
troduced into the baking powder. After cool- 
ing, the carbonic gas contained in the bread 
cells gradually diffuses and is replaced by air 
in the course of time; while the ammonia re- 
mains in absorption or solution in the water of 
the bread, recombined into carbonate."’ 

So much for the presence of ammoniain 
some of the popular brands of baking powders 
now on the market, and for itsretention in the 
bread. Now, what are some of its effects? 
Bartholow, classing itamong the agents that 
increase waste, says: ‘The long-continued use 
of ammonia impairs digestion by neutralizing 
the gastric juice. Increased waste of tissue is 
also one result ofits administration, manifested 
by pallor, emaciation and feebleness. When 
introduced into the bloodin sufficient quan< 
tity, it damagesthe structure of the red blood 
globules, and in this way also it affects the nu- 
trition of the body, besides the action which it 
has-in common with the other articles, of in- 
creasing the rate of waste or retrograde meta- 
morphosis.’’ This question regarding the ef- 
fect of ammonia upon the human economy is 
pone upon which authorities do not differ, and 
the individual experience of every physician is 
in accord with the assertion of authorities. 
The agent is a drug, not a food; an excrement, 
notanutriment. The amount received by the 
system through these means, while not great 
atany particular time and not suflicient to 
prove injurious, becomes both great and dele- 
terious by being continuous. Physicians owe 
it to their patients and to the people generally 
toinform themselves regarding this matter, 
and without fear or favor anqualifediy to con- 
demn injurious preparations; and the various 
boards of health throughout the state, in deal- 
ing with the question of food adulterations, 
would do the people a t service to look 
well to the brands of wders contain- 
ing ammonia and other in arious ingredients.

On his 
return to Lndvyille, in this county, he found 
that George Lawman and Jim Lawman, of 
Gilmer county, were in the neighborhood 
painting it red.

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THE LAW SCHOOL,

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Began the Opening Session Last Night 
with an Address 


BY CHIEF JUSTICE — BLEGKLEY. 


A Fine Delegation of Students Were 
Present—The Indications Are Flatter- 
ing for a Successful Year. 


The first session of the’Atlanta Law school 
was begun last nightin the Atlanta Medical 
college, with an address by Judge Logan E, 
Bleckley, chief justice of Georgia. 

The speaker was introduced by Dr. . Powell, 
after a brief sketch of the origin and growth 
of the Atlanta Medica) college. 

Judge Bleckley’s discourse was profound 
and masterly, abounding in vigorous thought 
and beautiful expression, such an one, on the 
whole, as could only be expected from the schol- 
arly intellect that called itinto being.. There 
was so much suggestiveness init that is lost 
by discontinuous statements. 

The first words of Judge Bleckley were upon 
the impossibility of any one man 
truly knowing another. We know each 
other only by appearances. It would 
be wellif one could go out in the guise of 
other people and learn intimately their inner 
thought and inotives. No man could intro- 
duce one to an audience in a few brief words. 
All men weur cloaks and we know but the 
surface, the outer appearance, only that which 
is superficial. From that grew up the. ne- 
cessity of frankness. Lawyers, of all others, 
from their responsible trusts,ought to be frank,» 
honest, upright men; men of strict integrity. 

The first point emphasized by the speaker 
Was the universality of law, its bigness, its 
comprehension. Law pervaded] everything 
and penetrated the remotest space. Kvery- 
thing existed by law and without it thera was 
nothing. Men speak of the laws of medicine, 
dentistry and pharmacy. These are only bits, 
infinitesimal particles of the great law system 
that governs all existence. This universality 
of law may be illustrated by the figure of an 
inverted pyramid, whose apex is the center of 
the earth, whose base touches the ends of the 
universe. Here using the application of a spe- 
cific law, that of ownership, for the general 
laws that pervade all space. Man owns an 
area of land on the earth’s surface, Dut: the 
law ot ownership gives him control over it 
down to the center of the earth. His owner- 
ship, in theory at least, extends from the apex 
of his pyramid at the earth’s centre up through 
the ground over the area of his possession and 
then off into the remotest space in aconstantly 
enlarging tield as the distance increases. , He 
lives on the surface, but the pyramid is given 
to him by law and hecan dig mines on it or 
do whatsoever he pleases. If there was a 
chinquepin growing over hf land twenty miles 
in the air it would be as truly his asif on the 
ground. Thus the law of ownership is infinite. 

What we call ‘law’ is also but a small 
branch of this great system. Law is natural, 
not artificial. ‘True laws are discovered, not 
wade. Legislatures can be said to make bad 
laws, but they only discover a previously exist- 
ing principle where they enact just ones. 
There is too much of this “imaking’’ of laws 
today. ‘‘Law,’’ in its origin, grew up out of 
the relation of men to each other and to 
things. The laws of nature are the highest 
and best laws, the only ones that have never 
changed. From whatever great source they 
first emanated they still goon, the same, un- 
changed, unimprovable. 

It requires the most careful and patient 
study to know law. Principles can be learned 
of universal applicability, but the various ap- 
plications in full can not be known by any one 
man. There is too much disposition nowa- 
days to write laws in detail and condense the 
whole in books. 

Most of thisis about law in its broadest 
sense. ‘These gentlemen are going to teach 
you young men law in a_ limited 
seuso. They will dissect it for you and 
make it palatable. Make it so you can eat 
and digest itpiecemeal. Your success will de- 
pend in some measure on your genius to a® 
similate it. Lawyers, as poets, are born, nob 
made. There is a spociai kind of genius for 
jaw that will characterize the successful law- 
yer, and which can be detected in the student 
at his first appearance in court, just as the 
skilled musician detects «a natural musical 
touch in the novice, 

‘But I would not discourage anybody in the 
study of law. Any one who will follow this 
rule in its study will succeed: Be patient, 
faithtui, perstsient, continuous and work with 
a deep Jove lorit. Above all things you must 
learn to love it. 

‘Lhe proper study of law schools is the ele- 
mentary principles only. Although such 
& vast thing, it is possible to get 
such a grasp on these e'ementary principles 
as to be abie to apply them to any possible case 
that may arise. 

‘Books aro valuable prineipally for their 
suggestiveness. They startthe mind outina 
channel of thinking which it can then pursue 
alone. Geta start from them and then go on 
independently. In this school from the start 
you will begin to }ook upon the practical side 
it will surely interest vou. Thechief 
be the 
knowledge, I 
commend them to your faithful ef- 
forts; you to their dHigent instruction. 

A crowded house greeted this address,in con- 
clusion, With marks of evident appreciation. 

A fine-looking body of young men has 
entered the new law school, and, for every 
indication of success, the opening is most 
auspicious. Itis thought that not less than 
tifty students will be in attendance this 
season.

was made, and the patient, according to her 
story, compelled to swallow it pint after pint. 

Immediately following this,a quantity of 
golded earth, as the doctor termed it, was 
placed in the kettle, and =~_—i three 
pints of golded earth tea was 
mare, and the patient was  re- 
quired to drink this, which she did; pint fol- 
lowing pint as before. Inside of thirty min- 
utes three pints of silk weedetea was prepared, 
and this, under penalty of forfeiture and 
death, the patient drank.

‘It is a shame that Atlanta, the Gate City of 
the South, the city that boasts of its great en- 
terprise and brags about its magnificent public 
school system—it is a disgrace, I say, that At- 
lanta does not furnish school room for all the 
children within her borders.’’ , 

“We are doing our best,”’mildly rejoined Su- 
perintendent Slaton. 

‘‘Why,’’ resumed the lady, “don’t the city 
buy the piano factory and turn it into a school? 
It is the very place for aschool and the building 
would not have to be changed much. Why 
don’t the school board buy it at once and 
make a school out of it ?”’ 

‘Because we have. no money,” replied the 
superintendent, ‘‘and have no authority to 
buy it. The city council! must do that for us, 
but if we are to haye another school building 
we had better build one rather than buy the 
piano factory.”’ 

The lady went atvay execrating the stingy 
policy of the city, but the names of ber chil- 
dren were duly entered on the books, and, as 
Major Slaton remarked, they will be put in 
the first vacant places that are reported. 

The people who live in the neighborhood of

Company Will Reach Here Today—The 
Gate City Guard Banquet—A Royal 
Welcome,

The Davy Crockett hook and ladder com- 
pany, of Poughkeepsie, N. Y., the oldest vol- 
unteer fire company in the country, will reach 
Atlanta at 2 o’clock this afternoon.

They will then march through the streets to 
the Gate City Guard armory on Peachtree 
street, where asplendid banquet will be spread.

After the banquet is over an alarm of 
fire will be rung in, and the company will dash 
out. The party will be quartered at the Kim- 
ball house. 


At the “Lone Grave.” 

One of the most interesting features of the 
visit of the Davy Crockett hook and ladder 
company will be the exercises at the un- 
known soldier’s grave in the historic ‘‘Alla- 
toona Pass’’ today at noon. It will probably 
be the most touching incident of the kind that 
has taken place since the war. It will 
be participated in by veterans of both 
sides today, whose tears will mingle 
together over the lonely mound, where the 
unknown soldier was laid, to sleep the last 
sleep, a quarter of a century ago.

Boulanger and His Mission. 

It is a fact not without significance that 
Henri Rochefort, the ‘‘idol of the faubourgs,”’ 
was the chief mourner at the burial of Bou- 
lanyer. 

This at least implies that the policy for 
which the dead leader had suffered the loss 
of place and incurred the shame of politi- 
cal outlawry, was yet dear to the masses of 
his countrymen. 

Rochefort, who dared to say of Napoleon 
that he was a ‘‘poltroon at Sedan’’—who 
had stigmatized McMahon as an imperialist 
and scouted Jules Grevy as a time-serving 
demagogue ard who had not even spared 
Gambetta, was true to Boulanger, the greatest 
living champion of that territorial unity of 
France which had been violated by the treaty 
of Frankfort. 

Let us not conclude that the cause of 
solidarity has perishei in the grave of Bou- 
langer. In that strange document which he 
calls his political testament he gives utter- 
ance to his own faith in its ultimate triumph. 
What other meaning can we give to that Vir- 

gilian phrase, ‘‘Uno avulso non deficit alter?”’ 

Standing on what he styles the verge of 
‘‘nothingness,’’ he yet cherishes the hope 
that the standard of French unity, first borne 
by Leon Gambetta and then by himself, will 
be lified out of the dust, and through 
another storm and stress period will be car- 
ried to final victory. Then and not until 
then will the life-work of Boulanger be fully 
appreciated by his countrymen, and then and 
not now ‘“‘let his epitaph be written.”’ 


Milliken Braces Up. 

Up inthe glorious state of Maine, where 
the private barrooms are thicker than jim- 
s0n weeds in a country town, some of the 
inhabitants are inclined to wave the palms 
of victory. Congressman Milliken, who 
is a leading politician in the state of Blaine, 
has sworn off, he has become a total ab- 
stainer. He has not tried the Keeley cure, 
nor has he invested in any other formula for 
the reformation of those who indulge in 
~ sprees, but he has just quit off dry so. 

The last we heard of Milliken was during 
_the canvass which Speaker Reed and his 
black silk bellyband made for re-election to 
congress. On one occasion during that 
lively campaign, Milliken, according to the 
newspapers, made his appearance on the 
platform in such a state of intoxication as 
to.cast a gloom over the entire community, 


Milliken. He felt like a statesman, but he 
didn’t look like one.

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The Cotton Movement for September. 


The New York Financial Chronicle, in 
monthly review of the overland movement 
of cotton, says that although the present 
crop of cotton was, at theclose of August, 
behind the preceding one in point of 
maturity, the weather conditions almost 
all through September have been such as to 
cause a rapid ripening. Furthermore, ex- 
cellent progress has been possible in pick- | 
ing, and asa result the amount now in sight 
approximates very closely to the total for 
the corresponding period last year. ‘To be 
exact, the amount brought into sight 
through the ports, interior towns | 
and the rail movement overland reaches 

26,032 bales, against 869,274 bales for the | 
month of 1890. Spinners have been .less 
liberal takers of the staple thus far this sea- 
son, having carried over larger stocks at the 
close of August, and having to some extent 
at least adopted the policy of buying merely 
for present requirements, 

The Chronicle says that the gross move- 
ment overland has been greater than in 
September a year ago, and moreover exceeds 
the total for Sepiember, 1887, the heaviest 
heretofore recorded. In the excess over 
last year all the routes except that via Cairo | 
share, but the most conspicuous gain has 
been in the shipments from St. Louis, 
although the increase via Louisville is quite 
marked. ‘The net alsoexhibits a gain over 
the same month a year ago, and compared 
with 1889 the increase is 17,049 bales. 

The movement of cotton through the 
Outports has, in the aggregate, been less 
free thanin 1890. But a glance at the 
subjoined statement shows that this results 
entirely on account of less liberal receipts 
at the Atlantic ports. In fact, while at all 
the gulf ports, notably New Orleans, the 
net receipts are ahead of a year ago, not one 
of the south Atlantic ports has received as 
much cotton as last year, and in some 
cases the falling off is very marked. The 
net receipts have been 676,825 bales, which 
contrasts with 732,236 bales and 561,710 
bales respectively in the two preceding | 
years. Foreign exports during the month 
have reached a total of 201,805 bales, or 

153,790 bales less than a year ago, Owing 
to the smaller..export movement and de- 
creased takings by spinners, stocks have 
accumulated quite rapidly, and at the close 
of the month are 297,578 bales ahead of 
September 30, 1890. 

The amount of cotton marketed during 
Septembr in 1891 is 44,442 bales less than in 


1690, and 143,162 bales greater than in 1889. 


corresponding period of 1890 of 20,045 bales; 
and an increase over the same time of 1880 
of 10,737 bales, The movement during 
September of the present year is 33,542 
bales less than in 1890, and 171,162) bales 
greater than in 1889. 


Peace Is Only a Dream. 


The rumor of war in Europe,and the revo- 
lutions in Spanish America are anything but 
comforting to the optimists who for the past 
quarter of a century have been predicting the 
early coming of an era of universal peace. 

It is the theory of some that when war- 
fare through improved weapons reaches & 
point of deadly perfection all nations will 
prefer arbitration to strife which cannot fail 
to result in tremendous slaughter on both 
sides. Possibly this view. may be well 
founde],-but the world’s experience during 
the past generation hardly sustabns it. Dur- 
ing that petiod bloody wars have occurred 
in every quarter of the globe, and the 
stronger nations have been unusually active 
in oppressing their weaker neighbors, Take, 
for instance, our civil war, the Franco-Prus- 
sian war, the war between Russia and Tur- 
key, the English operations in Egypt, the 
various invasions of Asia and Africa, and 
perhaps a score of revolutions in Central 
and South America. 

The fact is, large armies trained to de- 
light in the art of war, will never improve 
the world’s peaceful outlook, No matter 
how destructive the weapons are, scientific 
military men will always desire to try their 
effect upon human targets, and they will 
readily stand the risk involved in order to 
gratify their thirst for glory. 

Armies are much larger than they were 
in the old days, and necessarily there are 
more officers eager for promotion. These 
trained butchers know that their best 
chance to rise is in war times, and the fact 
that their deadly weapons will make every 
struggle of short duration is an additional 
temptation to draw the sword when a dis- 
pute requires speedy settlement. 

Peace in this age of angry passions is only 
a dream, and it is idle nonsense to say that 
the way to avoid war is by teaching men how 
to’slay their fellow men. If the signs of the 
present indicate anything some of the great- 
est struggles in history will occur before the 
end of this decade. | 

After all, there is nothing strange in this. 
Life is held in lighter regard than property, 
when ambitious rulers have the power to de- 
cide, and so long as this state of affairs ex- 
ists nen will fight and slay just as their an- 
cestors have done from the beginuing of 
time. ‘*There is no peace."’

As the Place of Holding the Diocesan 
Convention. 


BISHOP TALBOT’S LETTER ACCEPTED. 


The Convention Will Be Held at Bt. 
Paul’s Church, Macon, November 
12th—Bishop Gailor. 


A meeting of the standing committee of the 
diocese of Georgia was held in: the office of 
Mr. Z. D. Harrison yesterday morning. 

There were present Rev. Chries H. Strong, 
Savannah; Rev. W. C. Hunter, Columbus; 
Mr. Frank H. Miller, Augusta; Mr. Thomas 
E. Walker and Mr. Z. D. Harrison, Atlanta. 
Rev. Chauncey C. Williams, of Augusta, was 
the only mem ber of the committee not 


present. 

Rev. W. C. Hunter, of Colambus, president 
of the committee, presided. 

The meeting was held with closed doors and 
lasted three hours, 

The first matter that came before the com- 
mittee was Bishop Talbot’s letter of deciina- 
tion. 

It was read by the secretary. 

A long time was consumed in disposing of 
it. Just what there was about the letter that 
took the committee so long to get over could 
not be found out, but it is said that 
several members of the committee did 
not believe that Bishop Talbot had the legal 
or canonical right to decline the election. 

The Jetter of declination was finaliy ac- 
cepted, however, by the committee, with deep 
regret. 

Secretary Harrison was instructed to write to 
Bishop Talbot acknowledging the receipt of 
his letter, in behalf of the commiutteo, and to 
inform him that the committee had accepted 
the same with much regret, and expressing the 
hope that his labors in his present field would 
continue to be crowned with the success 
with which they have met in the past. 

Macon the Place. 

The next business was the selection of a 
place for holding a diocesan convention to 
elect a new bishop. 

Invitations were read from every city of any 
size in the diocese, and here again much dis- 
cussion arose as to the proper place for the 
convention. 

At last, by way of compromise, Macon was 
selected. 

The convention will be held there November 
12th, at St. Paul’s church. The convention, at 
which Bishop Talbot was elected, was held in 
Christ’s church in the same city. ' 

As to Possibilities. 

There was much talk among the members of 
the committee yesterday as to who would be 
a tit man for the vacant bishopric. None of 
this talk was, of course, made public, but it is 
the growing sentiment in the Episcopal 
churches of Georgia that Dr. Gailor will be 
elected again. 

The fact that he was invited to preach in 
Atlanta. by § Mr. Harrison, secretary 
of the standing committee, immediately 
after he had _ received the _ informa- 
tion that Bishop Talbot had declined, is re- 
garded by some as gignificant. 

Besides Bishop Gailor, the names of Rev. R. 
S. Barrett, dean of St. Luke’s cathedral, and 
Rev. C. C. Williams, of Augusta, are men- 
tioned. There is a strong sentiment in favor 
of a Georgia man. 


FANG SANG RELEASED. 


He Proves An Alibi by All the Chinamen 
In the City. 


‘‘He no robbee Sam. Sam he biggee lie,” 
said the Wheat street groceryman in Justice 
King’s court yesterday afternoon. 

He was one of the witnesses in the Fang 
Sang robbery case. 

Up to noon yesterday the station house 
seemed to be Chinese headquarters. Every 
fow minutes a couple of the distressed looking 
Mongolians would walk up to the railing in 
the station keeper’s office and deliver their 
troubles in about this manner: 

“Cap’m, me see the cap’m?”’ 

‘*Yes,”’ replied Dr. Foute, ‘“‘what do you 
want?” 

‘We wantee give bailee for our cousin, that 
Chinaman. We got whole heepee monee, 
see? Here ‘tis. You takee this, lettee the 
Chinaman go?” 

“No, the Chinaman can’t go yet. 
back later.’’ 

They would walk away chattering and 
gesturing, butina few moments the money 
would be turned over to another pair, 
who would try their luck. They seemed 
to be in unlimited trouble, and nothing could 
pacify them, 

At3o’clock, Fang Sang, [who was charged 
with knocking down and robbing Sam Lang, 
Sunday night, was arraigned in Justice King’s 
court. The witnesses embraced every China- 
man in town, ineluding the tall, lanky priest. 
They were sworn and put under rule, which 

roceeding was very dissatisfactory to them. 

“ney were finally induced to go into the hall, 
but the faces against the giass door center, oc- 
cupied every inch of available space. The 
evidence was all against Sang, and it was 
clearly demonstrated that so far as testimony 
was concerned he wasn’t ‘“‘in it.”” They all 
swore that Sang was not robbed at all. 

The testimony produced was to the effect 
that Sunday was feast day among the members 
of the race; that they had all met at a grocery 
store on Wheat street to enjoy the feast; that 
card playing, drinking and eating occupied 
the afternoon from about 2 o’clock till the 
time Fang was pulled. About 6 o’clock Fang 
and Sang became engaged in a quarrel, which 
lasted fifteen minutes, and a fight occurred, in 
which Fang was thrown to the ground, and 
hegan to call for a peacemaker. The men 
were separated, and Sang bad Fang arrested 
and charged him with robbery. 

On the other hand Sang insisted that he was 
not at the feast, had not seen but one China- 
man all day, and that he was knocked down 
and robbed. The only proof which Sang had 
to substantiate his story was the fearful bruise 
on his head, and the one on his shoulders. 

After hearing the evidence the court con- 
cluded that if Sang had been robbed at all, it 
was not Fang who did it and he was released. 

The attorneys for the prosecution and 
defense had several little spats over the ad- 
mission of the evidence and the manner in 
which it was brought out. 

A happy looking -set, the Chinamen were, 
when Fang was released.

Resentsa What He Considers a Dishonora- 
ble Act. 


Two Atlanta lawyers hada bitter, verbal 
combat yesterday, and a renewal of hostilities 
is without doubt but temporarily postponed. 

A few days ago Dr. C. I. Woolf was admitted 
to the bar of Atlanta, and§since then has been 
reasonably successful; He has an office in the 
Smith building, near that of D. R. Keith. 

On Saturday he took a case fora couple of 
negroes who promised to bring him the amount 
of the fee on Monday, before the case was called. 
He went to work at it and yesterday was pre- 
pared to make a plea in their behalf. 

The darkies called, but there was no money. 
They offered him a watch, of little value, and 
the worse for wear, asa security. Dr. Woolf 
reminded them of their promise and stated 
that he wished to protect himself and would 
not take up the case further unless the money 
was planked down. 

They left and went over to the office of Mr. 
Keith. 

Dr. Woolf said nothing, but after awhile 
went to the foot of the stairs in front of the 
Smith building and stood there watching street 
scenes. 

Presently Lawyer Keith came along. Then 
came the tug of war. 

He nodded to Dr. Woolf. The greeting was 
not returned. Instead he was met by the re- 
mark : 

‘What do you mean by interfering with 
another attorney’s business ?”’ 

‘IT have done nothing of the sort,’’ said 
Keith. 

‘You are a liar!”’ came quickly from the en- 
raged doctor. ‘‘You know you did, you infer- 
nal scoundrel, and you are unworthy to prac- 
tice at a Georgia court.”’ 

Keith turned red and bit his lips, but there 
was noreply. He turned upon his heel and 
walked off. 

A few minutes later he entered Judge Lan- 
drum’s court. Dr. Woolf was there engaged 
in defending a client. Mr. Keith evidently 
was looking for him, for he advanced toward 
his antagontst and demanded an apology from 
him for the insult offered on the sidewalk. 

“T’ll never apologize tosuch as you,” ex- 
claimed Dr. Woolf, backing toward the 
wall. 

Keith advanced toward him and repeated 
his demand for an apology. 

‘Don’t come any further,”’ said Woolf. “If 
you dare to attack me, Ill kill you. I'll do it, 
rest assured of that.”’ 

The verbal encounter continued for a mo- 
ment, but those in the court tried to calm the 
enraged men, Mr. Keith hesitated a minute 
and then walked out of the door. 

The matter wasn’t settled.¢ Every one could 
see that. As Keith left Woolf said: 

“Ifhe fools with me I'll kill him. T’'ll 
stand nothing from him and he’d better not 
attack me.”’

The Insane Asyluin Bill. 

Epiror ConstTiruTion—This_ bill which pro- 
vides one independent correspondent, of their own 
choice, to each inmate of every insane asylum 
both public and private in the state of Georgia, 
insures the same sacredness of secrecy to a weekly 
letter toand from this one individual as the gov- 
ernment gaurantees to all our letters; andis only 
granting them a reasonable right to this repabli- 
can privilege as American citizens. 

This govermental unrestricted correspondence 
of inmates of insane asylums with the outside 
world has been tried, and found to be unwise, in 
that the mails are flooded with a greater amount 
of crazy and obscene literature than was desirable, 
and also inflicted onerous and unnecessary 
burdens upon the superintendents. But to take 
from these citizens all freedom of correspondence 
is the other extreme, for which this bili is found 
tobe an adequate remedy; and the practical 
workings of this bill in many of the states of this 
union has been attended with not only no harm to 
the inmates, or to the worthy superintendents, or 
to the outside world; but,on the contrary, has 
been found to be a positive benefit to all con- 
cerned, especially those for whom the institution 
was established, by granting to them the solace of 
human sympathy and the protection of human 
laws, and thus greatly alleviating the sufferings 
of — innocent prisoners of the states of this 
union, 

By allowing them the privileges which this bill 
eee gag it will afford them an innocent grati- 

cation. 

It will cultivate their affection for their rela- 
tives which, under the present censorship, is 
cruelly sbaken, if not destroyed.

When the council convened yesterday after- 
Ppoon the hall was thronged with the appli- 
eants for licenses who had been knocked out 


» by the mayor's veto, and their friends who 
_ were interested in the situation. 


For two or three days it had been generally 
known that an attempt would be made to over- 


side the mayor’s veto, and everybody was 
' auxious to witness the battle, but the patience 
of those present was taxed before the contest 
» came on. 
. Tarner arose, saying: 


It was late in the session when Mr. 


“I move, may it please your honor, that we 
ake up the mayor’s veto of those beer licenses. 
J suggest that the clerk read the message.” 

Instantly a new life seized the weary 
throng. Everyone knew that the fight was 
coming and all straightened up to see and hear 
everything. 

Mr. Woodward, the clerk, read the veto 
message, at the same time reciting the names 
of the applicants who were mentioned therein. 

“T move,”’ said Mr. Woodward, as the clerk 
laid the veto down, “‘that we disagree to that 


veto message.”’ 


For a second there was a profound silence. 

“I would like to know,” asked Mr. Kinyon, 
breaking that silence, ‘‘if we can take them 
up separately, or must we act on the entire 
batch at one time ?”’ 

“I think,’’ said Mayor Pro Tem. Middle- 
brooks, “that we can take them up sep- 
arately—”’ 

“I disagree with you,”’ remarked Mr. Rein- 
hardt, ‘‘and I make the point of order that the 
council passed theminalump and that the 
mavor vetoed theminalump. Naturally we 
must pow vote on the motion to override the 
veto in a lump.”’ 

Mayor Pro Tem. Middlebrooks ruled that 
the vetoed petitions could be considered sepa- 
rately. 

“I’m glad of that,”’ said Mr. King, chair- 
man of the police committee. 

‘‘Then I move,’’ said Mr. Kinyon, “‘that we 
first take up the petition of William Walport 
for a beer license at 127 West Mitchell street, 
and I would like to have it read.”’ 

The petition was read and with it one signed 
by nearly everybody nearthe saloon asking 
the council to grant the license, notwithstand- 
ing the mayor’s veto. 

Mayor Pro Tem. Middlebrooks, in putting 
the question, said: 

“hose who favor granting the license, not- 
withstanding the mayor’s veto, will vote aye 
as their names are called, and those opposed 
will vote nay. Mr. Clerk please call the roll,”’ 

“Mr. Hutchison ?’’ called the clerk. 

“Aye,” was the answer. 

Then Mr. Woodward voted aye. 

Mr. Reinhardt gave the first nay, and was 
quickly followed by Mr. Shropshire and Mr. 
hice. 

Mr. Kinyon, Mr. Tye, Mr. McBride, Mr. 
Suwtel’, Mr. Hulsey, Mr. Broyles, Mr. Lam- 
bert and Mr. King added their votes to Mr. 
Hutchison and Mr. Woodward. 

Mr. Hendrix, Mr. Murphy, Mr. Turner and 
Mr. Holbrook joined Mr. Rembardt. 

‘The ayes are ten,’’ said Mayor Pro Tem. 
Middlebrooks, ‘‘and the nays are seven. The 
veto is overridden. : 

An applause began but Mr. Broyles stopped 
it by saying: 

‘You are wrong. It requires a two-thirds 
yote to override the veto.”’ 

The applause subsided. 

**So it does,” said Mr. Middlebrooks, “and I 
‘was just on the point of correcting myself 
when you spoke.” 

Then as his gavel came down he announced: 

‘The veto 1s sustained and the license is not 
granted.” 

It was suggested that William Bender, at 54 
West Hunter street, be taken up. The ayes 
and nays were called and resulted: 

Yeas—Hutchison, Woodward, Kinyon, Tye, 
McBride, Sawtell, Hulsey, Broyles, Lambert, 
Turner, King—11. 

Nays—Reinhardt, Shropshire, Rice, Hen- 
drix, Murphy, Holbrook—6. 

“Again the mayor’s veto is sustained,” said 
Mr. Middlebrooks. 

“I desire,”’ said Mr. Turner, ‘‘to explain my 
vote. Mr. Bender’s place is quite central, and 
is as near police protection as any of the 
saloons almost.”’ 

‘Now, I suggest,’’ said Mr. Hendrix, ‘‘that 
we take up the remaining ones in a batch.”’ 

‘*T can’t see,’’ said Mr. Woodward, ‘what 


- hope there is for any man whose name is on 


the list. Both parties lave shown their full 
strength in the case disposed of. With one 
more vote we could override that veto, but: it 
looks like we can’t get it. Eleven members 
are in favor of one license and six are opposed 
to it, and yet the eleven must lose. I don’t 
see how any gentleman on this floor can vote 
to sustuin that veto. Notoneof them would 
have been elected to this body if’ he had an- 
nounced that as his platform before the elec- 
tion —”’ 

An applause from the audience greeted this 
declaration, but the mayor pro tem.’s gavel 
came down hard and fast. , 

“Tbe marshal will preserve order,” he-said. 

‘‘These beer licenses,’’ continued Mr. Wood- 
ward, ‘“‘were in accordance with Atlanta's 
liquor law, and that was the platform on which 
you were all elected. We are now right here 
doing more than all Atlanta besides 
to agitate this liquor question. 
I avill vote for these beer 
licenses if I am _ the only. man 
on this floor who doesit. I never touch either 
beer or whisky, but I know enough about it to 
assert that when aman wants a drink he’s 
going to get it somebow.” 

“I thought,” said Mr. Lambert, “that At- 
lanta wasa wettown. At the last election 
we so declared by a majority of over a thousand. 
Yet one man. the mayor, by his veto power, 
makes two-thirds of Atianta a dry town. 
That I think amounts to a confiscation. By 
the law as it now stands the sale of beer out- 
side the whisky limits is just as legitimate as 
the sale of whisky inside. It looks to me 
like we are petting and caressing 
the devil instead of trying to drive him out 
oftown. I think the majority ought to rale 
in this government.”’

AN INTERESTING BILL, 


In Which the Constitution Is to Be 
Amended—Introduced inthe Senate. 

Senator Joe Terrell introduced a bill in the 
senate yesterday that is of much interest. 

It provides that the constitution be so 
amended that the bonded debt of the 
state nay be increased $500,000 annually for 
ten years, commencing 182, the money thus 
raised to be used qxclusively in. paying pen- 
sicns to disabled soldiers and widows of sol- 
diers and for the support of the common 
schools. 

Yesterday afternoon he was in Treasurer 
Hardemau’s office and in regard to the bill, 
said: 

“This generation has built and furnished a 
capitol at an expense of over one million dollars 
which will serve future generations, and is 
fiaying pensions to disabled soldiers and wid- 
ows, and besides special taxes is now appro- 
priating $500,000 annually from property 
tax tothe support of common schoois. The 
next generation will have very few, if any, 
peusions to pay, and will reap the benefit of 


,the money appropriated to comipon schools, 


hence it scems to me to be nothing but right to 
lift a portion of the burden on this generation 
and transfer it to the next. 

‘The adoption of this amendment will re- 
duce the rate of taxation forthe next ten years 
at least $1.25 on $1,000, and if anything like 
the same ratio of increase in taxable property 
is had for the next years that we have had for 
the last ten, the bonds can be met without any 
perceptible increase in the tax rate.

So Says Mr. Justice Lamar in His De 
cision on the Conspiracy Case. 


THE MARIETTA CASE — DECIDED 


Andthe Demurrer ofthe Defendants Sus- 
tained—An Interesting and Highly 
Important Decision. 


A case of national importance has been 


decided by Justice L. Q. C. Lamar. 
It affects the jurisdiction of the United 


States courts, and is of great interest. 

After a consideration of several months 
the justice has rendered his opinion in the 
case of the United States against Sanges, 
et al., and in that opinion Judge W. T. 
Newman concurs. 

By that the demurrer is sustained, and 
the case remanded to the state court. 

The case is that of the United States 
vs. George Sanges, Charles Porter, Dennis 
Alexander and Isaac Smith. They were 
charged at the October term, 1889, with 
conspiracy under sections 5508 and 5509 of 
the revised statutes, which charge, if sus- 
tained, would bave resulted in capital con- 


vinction. 

The aliegations are that they combined 
and conspired together for the purpose of 
depriving one Charles Wright of the rights 
and privileges guaranteed to him by the con- 
stitution and laws of the United States in 
giving evidence before and information in 
the federal courts; and that, in pursuance 
of said conspiracy, and for the purpose of 
thus depriving him, as Wright was return- 
ing to his home in Cobb county they as- 
saulted him upon the highway and murdered 
him. : 

The men were brought to Atlantaand jailed 
under an indictment last December. Sanges 
gave bail for $10,000; Porter,the negro, $7,000, 
while Alexander and Smith were unable to 
furnish bond. 

The indictment was demurred to by Messrs. 
Glenn and Maddox, the attorneys for the de- 
fendants. The main grounds of this were: 

That no such rights and privileges as that 
stated in the indictment were guaranteed by 
the constitution and laws of the United 
States. 

That on the facts stated there was no crime 
charged against the United States. 

The case was held up until Justice Lamar 
could preside over it. For that purpose he 
came to Atlanta in May, when the case was 
argued by Mr. W.C. Glenn, assisted by Messrs. 
J. E. Mosely and B. L. Foster, of Marietta. 
The question of the jurisdiction of the Uuited 
States was raised. 

Justice Lamar held the case under advise- 
ment, and has just rendered his decision, in 
which the demurrer is sustained. 

In connection with the matter the justice 
pronounced the discussion as the ablest be had 
ever heard on this constitutional question. 

This means a big victory for the attorneys 
and particularly for Mr. Glenn, who made the 
principal argument. 

It is a victory to be proud of. 

Justice Lamar’s Opinion. 

In his opinion, Justice Lamar first cites the 
two sections of the revised statutes under 
which the indictment isdrawn. For a proper 
understanding of the case, it is necessary to 
quote them here. They read as follows: 

Section 5508. If two or more persons conspire to 
injute, oppress, threaten or intimidate any citizen 
in the free exercise or enjoyment of any right or 
peivie secured to him by the constitution or 

ws of the United States, or because of his having 
So exercised the same, or if two or more persons 
70 in disguise on the highway, or on the prem- 
ses of another with intent to prevent 
or hinder his free exercise or enjoyment of any 

right or privilege so secured, they shall be fined 
not more than five thousand dollars, and im- 
prisoned not more than ten years; and shall, more- 
over, thereafter be ineligible to any office or place 
of honor, profit or trust created by the constitu- 
tion or laws of the Umted States. 

5009. If in the act of violatng any pro- 
vision in either of the two preceding sections 
any other felony or misdemeanor be committed, 
the offender shall be punished for the same with 
such punishment as is attached to such felony or 
misdemeanor by the laws of the state in which 
the offense is committed. 

Commenting on this, the justice continues: 

“The questions presented by this demurrer are: 
Does an indictment which charges the defendants 
with conspiring to oppress and injure a citizen of 
the United States in the exercise of his right to 
appear and testify as a witness before the grand 
jury of afederal court, and also with having, in 
pursuance of such conspiracy, murdered him, be- 
cause of his having exercised that right, describe 
an offense within the sections referred to? Is the 
right to appear as a witness and to testify before 
a grand jury of a federal court, a right secured by 
the constitution and laws of the United States, in 
the sense in which that language is employed in 
those sections? 

“The two sections of the revised statutes, under 
which this indictment is conceded to be drawn, 
are taken from the act of congress approved 31st 
May, 1870, 8.5, vol. 16, p. 141, Known as the ‘en- 
forcement act,’ entitied ‘an act to enforce the 
rights of citizens of the United States to vote 
in the several states of this union, and for other 
purposes.’ ” 

The Attorney General's View of It. 

There is nothing in this fifth section which aims 
at a conspiracy. The sixth section does refer in 

Sitive terms to a conspiracy, and it is insisted 
»y counsel for the prosecution that its language, 
retained in the revised statutes, refers to sucha 
conspiracy as is set forth in this indictment. and 
that the federal courts have jurisdiction over the 
offense as charged. 

The attorney general of the United States clearly 
does not concurin this construction. In his late 
annual report he uses the following language : 

“Itis certainly an anomaly government, that 
those who have committed murders for the pur- 
pose of stopping prosecution in the federal courts 
should not only be Agana but noteven be put 
upon trial, although, in at least twu cases in one 
district during 1890, well known. Yet such is the 
fact. It is needless to say that the federal courts 
have no adequate jurisdiction of these offenses. 

“Section 5509 of the revised statutes provides 
that: Ifany person attempts, by intimidation, 
threats, etc., to preventany citizen from exer- 
cising the right of suffrage, and in so dving coin- 
mits a felony, or if two or more persons conspire 
todebar any person from the enjoyment of any 
of his civil rights,and in so doing commits a 
felony, such felony shall be punished according to 
the laws of the state wherein the same is com- 
mitted. 

“If section 5509 were so broadened as to make 
any felony, committed while in the act of violat- 
ing any statute of the United States, triable in 
the United States courts, and punishable accord- 
ing to the laws of the state wherein the same is 
committed, 1t would greatly help in the adminis- 
tration of justice. 

“So long as persons who kill officers, witnesses 
or jurors, for the purpose of impeding the admin- 
istration of justice, can only be tried and pun- 
ished in a federal court as for a minor offense, the 
administration of the United States laws, and 
the laws themselves, in many districts, will have 
little respect.”’ 

From Chief Justice Waite. 

Justice Lamar quotes from Chief Justice Waite’s 
decrsion in the case of Baldwin vs. Franks, in 
which the chief justice, speaking of the section, 
Says that it is a substantial re-enactment of sec- 
tion 6 of the original act, ‘‘whichis found among 
the sections that deal exclusively with the political 
rights of citizens, especially their right to vote. 
and were evidently intended to prevent discrim- 
inations in this particular against voters on ac- 
count of race, color or previous condition of 
servitude.” 

Continuing Justice Lamar says: 

“But if it be assumed that this section was in- 
tended to have a wider scope than protection to 
the right to vote, and toextend to any right se- 
cured by the constitution and laws of the United 
States, the construction of the attorney general 
is still corroborated by the further fact, that af- 
ter it was passed, congress enacted another law, 
which, in express terms, described the specific of- 
tense of conspiring to intimidate and deter a wit- 
ness from attending and testifying in a federal 
court, and also prescribing a punis»ment entirely 
aiteeret, trom that prescribed in sections 5508 


He quotes section 5406 of the revised statutes 


and adds: 
“The congress of the United States clearly | 


ce. That power and 
nexercised and performed with regard to 
parties, witnesses and jurors in section 5406 above 
quoted.” 

The justice refers to the statement in the brief 
of the assistant district attorney that there is 
pending in court a separate indictment under 5406 
acainst these defendants, and points out that the 
real effect of the decision would be to determino 
whetherthese defendants, if convicted, shall be 
punished under section 6406 or under sections 5508 
and 5509. He adds: 

“With respect to a prosecution for crime pend- 
ing in a federal court, or in a United States grand 
jury, the right which this particular section de- 
signs to protect is a pablic right, i. e., the right of 
the United States to have its witnesses and their 
testimony, and to have them protected in going to 
and returning from the court. The wrong pun- 
ished in such a case is a public wrong, and its 
correlative is a public right. 

“Section 5508 presupposes that the ‘right or 
privitege’ involved, has already been secured by 
the constitution and laws of the Unitec= States, 
and therefore it is necessary to turn to them for 
the detinition of the right in this indictment 
charged to be violated, in order to determine 
whether the indictment is authorized by the pro- 
visions of that section. 

“Fortunately we are not without judicial con- 
struction of these provisions and of other statutes 
relating to cognate subjects, as well as judicial 
expositions of the constitutional amendments 
which it is contended contained the authority for 
their enactment, Slaughter House case, 16 Wallace 
36; United States vs. Cruikshanks, | Woods 308; 
United States vs. Cruikshanks, 92 United States 
542, and other authorities are cited.” 

The Cruikshanks Case. 

Then he takes up the case, the United States vs. 
Cruikshanks. 

‘It is hardly necessary to go over the other cases 
which, in another placein this opinion, we have 
cited for convenience of reference. In the de- 
cisions of the supreme court upon them it has 
found it necessary to pass upon the construction 
of these and many other sections of the revised 
statutes in their application to varying facts pre- 
sented by each case. But they All show the steady 
adherence of that court to the fundamental prin- 
ciples enunciated by Mr. Justice Bradley in the 
case of the United States vs. Cruikshanks, in the 
first Wood, 308, and reiterated by the supreme 
court of the United States in the same case on the 
writoferror. They allagree that aside from the 
extinction of slavery and the declaration of 
natural citizenship, the constitutional amend- 
ments are restrictive upon the power of the 
general government and the action of the states, 
and there is nothing in their language or spirit 
which indicates that they are to be enforced by 
congressional enactinents, authorizing the trial, 
conviction and punishment of individuals for 
individual invasion of individual rights, unless 
committed uuder state authority; that the four- 
teenth amendment guaranteed immunity from 
state laws and state acts invading the privileges 
and rights specified in the amendment, but con- 
ferred no rights upon one citizen as against an- 
vther; that the provision of the fourteenth 
amendment authorizing congress to enforce its 
guarantees by legislation means such legislation 
aS iS necessary to control and counteract state 
abridgement, and that the protection and enforce- 
ment of the rights of citizens of the United States 
provided in the enforcement act of 1870 and the 
civil rights act of 1875 apply only to such rights 
as are granted by and dependent on the constitu- 
tional laws of the United States. 

In the light of these principles, as laid down by 
the supreme court of the United States, we are 
not prepared to say that the rights of any person 
to be a witness and to attend court for the pur- 
pose of giving his testimony is aright granted by 
the constitution, The constitution has no pro- 
vision in relation to witnesses and their testi- 
mony in court, except that article 5, declaring 
that no person shall be compelled in a 
criminal case to be a witness against 
himself and the one in article 6, which 
declares. that in criminal prosecutions the 
accused shallenjoy the right to be confronted 
with the witnesses against him, and to have com- 
pulsatory protest for obtaining witnesses in his 
favor. The giving and receiving of evidence as 
an essential and vital principle in the proceedings 
of all courts has been firmly established in 
English and American law long anterior to the 
adoption of the constitution. It did not originate 
in the constitution andis notin any manner de- 

sndent for its existence upon that instrument. 
S there any law of congress, outside of sections 
5508 and 56u9, which secures the right in question? 
We have already shown that it is not secured asa 
private right by section 5406, either in express 
terms or by implication. 

Another View. 

But there is another view which demonstrates 
that this section does not sustain the indictment 
in this case. We cannot present it more forcibly 
than by quoting the following rrom the opinion of 
the supreme cuurt in the civil rights cases, Supra. 
Referring to the provisions as above quoted, and 
other subsequent provisions in the statute from 
which the section was taken, the learned justice 
Says: ‘This law is clearly corrected in its charac- 
ter, intended to counteract and furnish redress 
against state laws and proceedings, and customs 
having the force of law which sanction the wrong- 
full acts specitied. In the revised statutes, it 1s 
true, a very important clause, to-wit: the words 
“any law, statute, ordinance, regulation orcustom 
to the contrary notwithstanding” which gave the 
declaratory section its point and _ effect 
are omitted; but the penal part by which the dec- 
laration is enforced, and which really is the ef- 
fective part of the law, retains the reference to 
state laws, by makiny the penalty apply only to 
those who should subject parties to a deprivation 
of their rights under colorof any statute, ordi- 
nance, Custom, etc., of any state or territory, thus 
preserving the corrected character of the legisla- 
tion, Kev., St., sections 1977, 1978, 1979, 5510. In 
this connection itis proper to state that civil 
rights, such as are guaranteed by the constitution 
against state aggression, cannot be impaired by 
the wrongful acts of _ individuals, un- 
supported by state authority in the 
Shape of laws, customs, or judicial 
or executive proceedings. The wrongful act of an 
individual, unsupported by any such authority, is 
simply a private wrong, or a crime of that in- 
dividual; and an invasion of the rights of the in- 
jured party, it is true whether they affect his per- 
son, his property, or his reputation, but if not 
sanctioned in some way by the state, or not done 
under state authority, his rights remain in full 
force, and may presumediy be vindicated by re- 
sort to the laws of the state for redress. An in- 
dividual cannot deprivea manof his right to 
vote, to hold property, to buyand sell, to sue in 
the courts, or to be a witness or a juror. He 
may, by force or fraud, interfere 
with the enjoyment of the right in a 
particular case; be may commit an assault 
against a person, or coinmit murder, or use ruf- 
fianly violence at the polls,or slander the good 
name of a fellow citizen; but unless protected in 
these wrongiul acts by some shields of state laws 
or state authority, he cannot destroy or injure the 
right; he will oniy render himself amenable to 
satisfaction or punishment;and amenable there- 
fore, to the laws of the state where the wrongful 
acts are committed. Hence in all those cases 
where the constitution seeks to protect the rights 
of acitizen against discriminative and unjust laws, 
of the state by prohibiting such laws, it is not in- 
dividual offenses, but abrogation and denial of 
rights which it denounces and for which it 
clothes the congress with power to provide a 
“remedy.” ‘And the remedy to be provided must 
necessarily be predicated upon that wrong. It 
must assume thatin the case provided for, the 
evil or wrong actually committed rests upon some 
state law or state authority for its excuse and per- 
petration.”’ 

The Lancaster Case. 

We have aiso been referred to the case of the 
United States vs. Lancaster, 44 Fed. Rep. 896, de- 
cided in the circuit court of the southern district 
of Georgia by Judge Speer, as a case in all essen- 
tial feature similar to this one;‘and it is argued 
that on the authority of that case the demurrer 
herein should be overruled. We have examined 
the opinion of the learned judge in that case, and 
we have no hesitancy in saying that that case is 
not at all similar to this. That» was a case in 
which there was an indictment for conspiracy 
under sections 5508 and 5509 for injuring and op- 
pressing a citizen of the United States in the ex- 
ercise of his rights to sue in the federal court, and 
it was also alleged in the indictment that in the 
execution and furtherance of such conspiracy 
and defendant murdered said citizen. The right 
in that case was so clearly oue dependent upon 
and growing out of the constitution and laws of 
cong1ess respecting the jurisdiction of the United 
States court that a bare mention of the fact is 
sufficient toshowits entire dissimilarity to the 
right, of which this indictment charges to have 
been infringed. 

The indictment in this ease does not charge the 
defendants with a conspiracy to deprive a citizen 
of the United States, being a person of colur and 
ph noon condition of servitude, of the right to 
€ & witness and to testify in a federal court, and 
with murdering him for having exercised the 
same ; it does not allege that the state of Georgia 
where the offense is charged to have been com- 
mitted, has made orenforced any law abridgin 
the right of any citizen or citizens to be such 
witnesses or to give such evidence; it does not al- 
lege that the state has any of its depart- 
ments, or by any of its officers, or by 
any of its agents acting under its authority, deny 
to any person the right to give evidenee in any 
court; it does not allege that the state has failed 
to recognize and protect the rights of all citizens 
of the United States, irrespective of race, color or 
previous condition of servitude,to attend the 
courts when summoned and to testify fully and 
freely therein; but itisan indictment which al- 
leges that the defendents committed the crime 
upon the person therein named within the territo- 
rial limits of the state of Georgia. 


It Is the Opinion of This Court; 

1. That irrespective of any question of the con- 
stitutional validity of sections 5508 and 5509, the 
indictment describes no offense within their 
purview. 

2. Tnat any construction which brings the acts 
set forth in the indictment within the intent and 
meaning of these sections would render them (so 
far as they relate to witnesses and testimon ) in- 
cons with the constitution of the United

There was but little business of importance 
transacted by the legislature yesterday. 
Both senate and house-passed a number of 


- Wills of local interest, but nothing ‘of great 


public concern was accomplished. 

There was a short fight tin the house over 
the second reading of the free-pass bill, which 
showed that the members are opposed to it, 
and that if possible to stave off a vote on ité 
passage there will be none. 

The House. 

The house took up senate bills the first thing 
yesterday and passed them with rapidity. 
Those passed were: 

Incorporating the Georgia Savings bank of 
Atlanta. 

Incorporating the Mutual 
Loan Association of Georgia. 

To incorporate the Economical Banking 
Company. 

To provide and establish.a system of water- 
works and electric lights for the town of El- 
berton. 

To prohibit hunting or fishing on lands of 
another in Coffee county. 

Repealing the act to abolish the oftice of 
county treasurer of Monroe county and make 
the chairman of the board of county com- 
missioners ex-officio treasurer. 

The following house bills were passed : 

To authorize the authorities of each town 
and city to appoint assessors. 

To render legal all publications of notices, 
citations, advertisements, etc., notwithstand- 
ing the number of days between the first pub- 
licatiou and at the time saleis to take place. 

Wild Lands. 


The house passed an important resolution 
bearing on the wild lands of the state. Mr. 
Huff, of Bibb, introduced the resolution at the 
request of Mr. Jousey, of Irwin. 

lt provides that the attorney general be re- 
quired to investigate the cutting of timber on 
ungranted lands in each county authorized by 
resolution of December 24, 1890, to be sold and 
the proceeds devoted to educational purposes. 
All proceeds arising from suits against persons 
having cut timber from these lands are to go to 
the educational fund, after the expenses of the 
litigation are deducted. 

Other Matters. 

The bill to prevent the issue of license after 
the calling of an election on the prohibition 
question, and the declaration of the result of 
such election, came up inthe regular order. 
After some discussion it was recommitted to 
the judici compaittee. 

Speaker Howell appointed the following 
members on the joint committee to consider 
the schooi bill: Messrs. Jackson, of Heard, 
Fleming and Boifeuillet.

Afternoon Session. 

Quite a fight, was precipitated at the open- 
ing of the afternoon session over a motion to 
suspend the rules and read a second time the 
bill prohibiting members of the legislature 
from riding on free raiJroad passes. 

The ayes and nays were called on the ques- 
tion. Major Cutts, of Americus, when his 
name was called, made a statement that 


- doubtless nearly every member of this house 


had been riding on free passes, and desired to 
continue todo so. He thought the bill should 
be changed so as to take effect only 
after the terms of the present 
members had _ expired. The house 
seemed to agree with him, for only sixty-four 
members voted for a second reading, while 
thirty-tive voted against it. Failing to get 
the required two-thirds vote, the bill was not 
read a second time. 

The bill prohibiting the granting of licenses 
for the sale of liquorsin towns of less than 
five hundred inhabitants was then taken up. 
The amendment making the law applicable 
only to towns hereafter incorporated was 
adopted. 

r. Wooten, of Dougherty, vigorously bu 
briefly opposed the bill. He deciared it was 
too much of an _  =infringement upon 
the local option law. He thought 
the matter of the selling of liquors 
should be left entirely with the counties, and 
he did not think it just for the legislature in 
its laws to discriminate in favor of large towns 
against small one. 

Mr. Maxwell, of Talbot, wanted the Dill

to sell whisky. 

The vote on the ayes and nays stood 86 to 31. 
Not getting a constitutional majority the bill 
was lost.

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, October 5.—The stock market today 
exhibited a heavy tone under the persistent hammer- 
ing to which it was subjected by the room traders, 
who seem to think that, because of the decided rise 
which has taken place between Friday and this morn- 
ing, there should be a chance to reap some immediate 
profits by a turn in prices. The confidence in the fut- 
ure of the market, however, proved to be such that 
new buyers camein at every decline, and the down- 
ward movement, which prevailed curing most of the 
afternoon, was slow, and the net Josses in almost all 
cases are insignificant. The decided strength shown 
by the Vanderbilt properties is looked upon as @ sure 
indication that a powerful interest has returned to the 
street and is working for a better market. The day 
was one of litt!e or noexcitement, and no news of a 
character to cause any movement either way was de- 
veloped, and the movements of prices were entirely 
the result of the efforts of the opposing factions in the 
street. Throughout the day, however, the market 
seemed to be developing, as it did before the last great 
rise, by showing greater breadth as prices advanced. 
There was only one weak point in the list—Union Pa- 
cific—and the luss forthe day in that was a fraction 
only, while Rock Island and several of the specialties 
were very strong, especially during the forenoon. 
Lake Shore, Wheeling and Lake Erie’ (both common 
and preferred), and Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
showed marked strength throughout the greater por- 
tionof the day. The demand for stocks was very 
heavy atthe opening, and the pressure to sell from 
both short sellers and realizations met a resistance 
which resulted in the advancing of quotations during 
the first hour of from ', to 1', per cent, Missouri Pa- 
cifie among the active stocksand Tennessee Coal 
among the low-priced shares leading in the move- 
ment, which, however, came to anend when the early 
demand was satisfied. The reaction was followed by 
another reaction in the upward direction, Rock 
Island, Atchison and the Viilards being the most 
prominent for strencth, but the trading then lost all 
character, and during the forenoon prices settled 
down slowly, without special movement in anything 
outside of Union Pacific, and no special feature marked 
the dealings for the remainder of the day. Rock 
Island continued to lead the list in strength, but it, 
too, gave way and finally lost most of its im provement, 
The traders did most of the selling, however, and kept 
the market unsettied throughout the afternoon. The 
market finally closed only fairly active and heavy to 
weak generaily at about the lowest prices. The final 
changes are almost all for small fractions, and show 
great irregularity, while an advance of 14, per cent in 
Tennessee Coal is more than offset by losses of 1'4 in 
Union Pacific and 1 per cent in Northern Pacific pre- 
ferred.

Cahn & Co.’s Stock Letter. 
By Private Wire to Youngblood & Haas. 

NEW YORK, October 5.—The newspaper articles 
published yesterday were of an intensely bullish char- 
acter, and the bulls sentiment that was worked up 
on account of the high closing Saturday was success- 
ful inasmuch as it brought in large quantities of 
buying orders from all over the country. The stocks 
bought for these people were all suppiied by London 
brokers, and the selling by foreigners was estimated at 
25,000 shares. The reason for this change of tempera- 
ment, as we have explained in Saturday’s letter, 
was that on account of heavy gold shipments to this 
country the money market was advancing and peopie 
were selling their stocks. As the last contingent part 
today as high as 6 per cent was paid for carrying over 
Americans, and at the next, which takes place in 
about a week, even higher rates are probable. .We 
rather believe that this European selling is likely to 
continue, and it issure to make itself felt in our mar- 
ket. At the beginning of this bull campaign ten weeks 
ago it was argued that Europe would not buy our 
stocks as they were too poor. This proved to be a 
fallacy,as they haye accumulated about 200,0C0 on 
this risc, but now the loss of $15,090,000 to this country 
is making itself felt. Our market here was very dull 
this evening, and it was clearly, shown that buyers of 
stocks were all supplied for the moment. The North- 
ern Pacifics were attacked on the report of another 
bond issue, and the rest of the market was sold down 
in anticipation of sales from Europe tomorrow. Oc- 
cagional rallies will take place, but we think the mar- 
ket will settie down to a lower level.

A Prominent Atlanta Man Has a Close Call 
from Instant Death. 

Mr. C. H. Kelly, business manager of the 
Ev@ning Herald, met with-a serious accident 
yesterday afternoon. But for his presence of 
mind, it would have moat assuredly resulted 
in his death. 


Phe accident occurred at the Markham 
street crossing about 1 o’clock. Mr. Kelly was 
_Teturning to his business from dinner, and just 
as he started to drive across the railroad, at 
the Markham street crossing; an engine 
pushing some cars tame up. The horse he was 
driving was a very fiery one, and the pufting 
engine caused it to become unmanageable. In 
Mr. Kelly's efforts to hold the horse the linos 
snapped in two and the horse wheeled around, 
Riving the buggy a violent jerk, aud throwng 
Mr. Kelly forward on the railroad track, in 
less than six feet of the moving cars, which 
were coming directly toward him. 

Those who saw hin: were horrified, thinking 
that he would be ground to pieces 
under the cars. Mr, Kelly, bruised, bleeding 
and stunned as he was, realized his position, 
however, aud with a desperate effort he pulled 
himself off the track just as the cars rolled by. 

His face, covered with blood and cinders, he 
was led to the Central railroad freight otfice 
nearby, and the blood washed off his wounds. 
A deep gash was cutunder his chin and he 
Was otherwise badly bruised. He was unable 
to go to his -place of business and 
had to be driven home. 

His escape from death was pronounced by 
all who saw the accident as something 
miraculous.
